Explosion and Great Excite- 
ment in London. 


Suspicions of a Fenian Plot—Fire and Flood— 
‘The Week’s Fallures—Urime and Crim- 
- inals—Armyfomicers Retired. 


Lonpon, March 15.—A terrible explo- 
plosion occurred in the Local Govern- 
ment Board offices at Westminster at 9 
o’clock to-night, destroying much prop- 
erty. The report was heard in the 
House of Commons, and caused much 
alarm. The concussion was so great that 
it shook the sides of the gallery and 
reporters’ gallery. Being ditmer hour, 


the hall. The Duke of Edinburgh was 
in the peers’ galleries and seemed much 
alarmed. The Speaker rang his bell and 
asked the cause of the alarm. No one 
was injured. -The wildest rumors are. 
afloat. The report resembled the dis- 


charge of an eighty-ton gun. It is be- 
lieved the explosion was caused by dy- 
namite and was a deliberate attempt to 
blow up the Government office. The 
explosion is undoubtedly the work of 
Fenians. Adjacent streets were filled 
with myriads of fragments of glass, and 
heavy plate glass is lying in heaps on 
the ground. A stone weighing two 
hundred pounds was projected against 
King-street police station, making a hole 
the size of a man’s head. Nothing 
will be touched until an inquiry is made. 
The full extent of the damage cannot 
be estimated till daylight. There are 
five hundred constables guarding the 
scene. The building has the appear- 
ance of having been bombarded. ‘There 
is a deep trench ten feet by three in one 
room, the floor of which has been liter- 
ally ploughed. Two children sleeping in 
a house at the corner of King street 
were thrown from their beds by the force 
of the explosion and their faces badly 
cut. Every pane of glass in the vicinity 
was shattered. A man was arrested at 
midnight on suspicion of being con- 
cerné@ in the explosion. Noise of the 
explosion was heard three miles. Yes- 
terday evening a canister containing 
explosive material was found behind 
the ‘Times oftice with, it is rumored, a 
lighted fuse attached. Police are mak- 
ing a thorough investigation. Officials 
think the explosion was cansed by 
gunpowder or dynamite. Oflicers of 
the gas company ‘declare they can find 
no evidence that it was caused by gas. 
A report says the force of the 
explosion was terrific. A great stone 
balustrade was obliterated, massive 
masonry blown to. fragments, and the 
pavement shattered and ground to 
powder, a wooden structure opposite 
blown into splinters, and many stones 
were driven through walls of houses. 
Of inside walls, there remained nothing 
but splintered wood aud broken plaster. 
Walls were burst asunder, making an 
indescribable scene of destruction. The 
street is completely covered with frag- 
ments of broken plate-glass, blown 
bodily out and shattered to atoms, The 
greatest consternation prevailed. People 
poured out of their houses and rushed 
to the scene. Great alarm prevailed. 
In the House of Commons, among 
members, the explosion is ascribed to 
Irish Inv incibles, andis described as 
part of the Fenian plot to warn the Gov- 
ernment. A remarkable feature is that 
this disaster is unattended by serious 
fatality. 
SPECULATIONS REGARDING THE EXPLOSION. 
Lonpon, March 16.—An euormous 
crowd gathered at the scene of the ex- 
plosion. The Government Inspector 
estimates the damage at £4000. It is 
thought that the vessel which contained 
the explosive material was placed in the 
cellar of the building. Later and closer 
inspection shows that the explosion oc- 
curred from the outside of the building. 
No arrests have yet been made. The 
police say they noticed nothing suspi- 
cious about the building prior to the ex- 
plosion. 

Eagan on tne Explosion. 
New York, March 16.—Patrick Eagan, 
in the course of an interview on the 
Westminster explosion, says that no 
people under the sun are so subject to a 
panic as the English. He does not at- 
tach any political significance to the dis- 
aster, and is inclined to the belief that 
the first report of its being a mere ex- 
plosion of gas pipe is corr oat. 

Army Officers Ketired. 

WasHINGTON, March 16.—The follow- 
ing named officers of the army were to- 
day placed upon the retired list for dis- 
abilities incurred in the service: Cap- 
tains James H. Rollins, Ordinance De- 
partment; Wm. Falck, Second Infantry; 
H. M. Benson, Seventh Infantry; First 
Lieutenants Harmon, Tenth Cav- 
alry; D. A. Griffith, Third Infantry; 
Thomas B. Briggs, Fourteenth. Infan- 
try; Geo. M. Love, Sixteenth Infantry; 
John F. Trout, Twenty-third Infantry. 
Lieut.-Col. Wm. Meyers, Deputy Quar- 
termuster-General, is also placed on the 
retired list at his own request, under 
the thirty-years clause of the Act of 
Congress relating to army retirements. 
There are still four vacancies upon the 
regular retired list, which will be filled 
upon recommendations of the Retiring 
Board to be convened by order of the 
Secretary of War. 

Shooting—Choked Her Infant. 

March 16.—The Reépubli- 
can’s Las Vegas special says: Peter 
Mackel and Frank Kiser’ engaged in a 
shooting scrape at White Oaks, caused 
by the latter’s intimacy with the for- 
mer’s daughters. Kiser received a mor- 
tal wound in the Weast. Mackel’s hip 
was shattered beyond repair. 

A young woman named Trujillo, liv- 
ing at Rincon del Tecolote,,gave birth 
tua child and immediately choked it to 
death. She tells a remarkable story of 
‘immaculate conception.’’ The Grand 
Jury will investtgate. 

Search to be Continued. 

WasuHincton, March 16.—Secretary 
Chandler yesterday sent a cable message 
to Lieutenant Harber, through Minister 
Hunt, authorizing him to continue his 
search for Lieutenant Chipp and his 
party during the coming summer, if he 
thought it advisable. This was in reply 
to a suggestion to that effect by Harber 
in his recent report to the Secretary. 

Continued Stealing. 

Str. Louis, March 16.—According to 
the deposition of Owen, defaultiug tel- 
ler of the Third National Bank, it ap- 
pears that he abstracted from that in- 
stitution about $200,000 between 1875, 
when he began his thieving operations, 
and the time he was arrested. This 
money was all sunk in the butter and 
cheese business, and in speculations in 
cotton and grain. 

Fiood and Fire. 

Heuena, Ark., March 16.—The over- 
flow has begun passing out.

The witness and Mr. Vining, 
of the Union Pacific, worked yp the sys- 
tem by agreement. with San Francisco 
merchants, mest of whom went into it. 
He considered the effect favorable tothe 
general business of the city. Rates were 
reduced, and shippers also gained in 
time. He believed merchants of good 
standing had never been refused special 
contracts. There might have been 
cases, but he recollected none. The 
witness said the road never threatened 
to shut complainant out of Montana and 
Idaho business by raising rates if they 


did not make! a special contract.. He 
said his road ‘had never had 
control of the business. referred 


to. The witness related the particulars 
of his first acquaintance with Harrison 
last August. The conversation was 
taken down by a stenographer on cross 
examination, but little further was 
elicited. He never knew of any person 
employed by the Central Pacitic to ex- 
ereise surveillance over goods and 
marks on goods shipped around the 
Horn. He often heard merchants com- 
plain of the rates charged. Up to the 
present time the contract system is.re- 
garded as an experiment. 

Frank Shaw, the stenographer who 
took down the interview between Stubbs 
and Harrison, identified a long hand 
his notes as correct. 
The document was read in part going to 
show that Harrison admitted to Stubbs 
that the publication in a morning paper 
of this city of what purported to be a 
prior interview between Stubbg and 
Harrison was not true. The latter ac- 
knowledged that he had never seen 
Stubbs before. In the actual interview 
Harrison claimed discrimination and 
favoritism in the shipment of goods,
